W ashington. Feb. 26.—A fter the sen­ 
ate had disposed of much routine busi­ 
ness on Tuesday Mr. M orrill, chairm an 
of the finance com m ittee, offered a dis­ 
tinct surprise in the form of a resolu­ 
tion to take up the tariff bill. 
He said 
it had been apparent for many months 
th a t there was a deficiency in the reve­ 
nues. 
D uring every month since the 
present tariff bill w’ent into effect there 
has been a deficiency. 
“ How was it before?” interjected Mr. 
Cockrell. 
Mr. M orrill w ent on to state that the 
deficiency up to this tim e reached $20,- 
000,000. 
If w'e went on at the same rate 
th e deficiency would be $30,000,000 for 
th e year. 
It was certainly m anifest 
th a t congress should do som ething to 
relieve the treasury and assist in the re­ 
vival 
of business. 
Therefore, con­ 
cluded the senator, he moved th at the 
senate proceed to the consideraton of 
th e tariff bill. 
The roll-call proceeded 
w ith many interruptions in order to 
allow' senators to pair. 
The announce­ 
m ent th at Mr. M orrill’s motion 
had 
been defeated—yeas 22, nays 23—was 
n o t unexpected in view of the vote some 
days ago.

Mr. Morrill again addressed the senate. 
It was now evident he said, that the 
republican party was in the m inority in 
th e United States senate.. 
Mr. Morrill 
proceeded to state that in his judgm ent 
th e tariff bill was defeated by a vote in­ 
cluding five silver republicans and six 
populists. 
There was no substantial 
change in the present and form er votes. 
I t settled all questions of doubt 
The 
senator said the republican members of 
th e finance committee wou2d be ready 
a t any tim e before congress adjourned 
to come to the relief of the treasury. 
“ But as to this bill,” concluded Mr. 
M orrill, “I do not think it would be­ 
come me to ask any further tim e.” 
Mr. Teller secured 
recognition 
as 
soon as Mr. Morrill 
concluded. 
He 
said: 
“Mr. President, I charge here 
(and I shall undertake to make the 
charge good before this debate is over) 
th a t this bill was never introduced in 
eith er body, nor has it been supported 
in this body, with any reference to its 
becom ing a law. 
It wras not intended 
th a t it should become a law'. 
Of that 
I shall speak at another time. 
It was 
known when this bill was introduced 
in the house of representatives th at it 
could not pass the senate unless it had 
dem ocratic or populistic support. 
It 
was said publicly that it was not ex­ 
pected to pass; It was said publicly th at 
it was for the purpose of political gain 
and political advantage. 
“At the proper tim e I am prepared 
to show that the great metropolitan re­ 
publican press has declared that eigh­ 
teen members of this body are not wor­ 
thy to be called republicans, and we 
have been notified 
th at unless 
we 
change our view's upon financial ques­ 
tions. and subm it to the Cleveland de­ 
mocracy and Morrill republicanism of 
this country on the financial question, 
we must go out of the party. 
“ Mr. President, we shall stay in the 
party until we get ready to go out, and 
we shall discuss fhese questions that 
are so im portant, not from a partisan 
standpoint, but from the standpoint of 
an American 
senator charged 
with 
great interests, 
charged 
with doing 
th at w hich the senate has show'n itself 
incom petent to do—charged to devise 
some system that shall satisfy the peo­ 
ple that we can enter upon that degree 
of prosperity to which we are entitled 
by reason of advantages which exist in 
th is country.” 
Mr. Sherm an (O.) followed Mr. Teller 
and said: “ Mr. President, as a member 
of the committee on finance I disclaim 
all partisan feeling in respect to that 
bill which the senator from Vermont 
moves to bring before the senate. That 
bill does not belong to any party. The 
only m erit in the bill is that it proposes 
to furnish $40,000,000 of revenue for the 
support of the governm ent, enough to 
meet the current expenses of the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
It is a bill prepared for an 
occasion, not a political one. 
I say 


now, Mr. President, I shall vote for 
any tax whatever which may be pro­ 
posed by anybody, w hether democrat, 
populist or republican, which shall sup ' 
ply sufficient revenue for the support 
of the governm ent 
It is a disgrace to our civilization 
it is a disgrace to the country itself 
that we are now' expending $30,000,000 
a year more than the receipts of the 
governm ent .and th at congress now in 
session, with both houses fully armed 
w ith power to furnish the revenue, is 
idle and refuses to act.”

The Crowd W aits All 
Day For the 
Arrival of The Distinguished P ris­ 
oner—The Judge Dwells On The 
Gravity of the Offense W ith W hich 
He Is Charged. 


London, Feb. 26.—It was probably 
not without design that the appearance 
of Dr. Jameson for arraignm ent in the 
Bow street police court was delayed all 
through the day. There was a disposi- J 
tion pervading the London masses to 
give “Dr. Jim ” an ovation. The British 
authorities desire, as far as possible, to 
give no 
appearance 
of encouraging 
such a dem onstration of approval of a 
citizen who has been handed over to 
them by a power 
against 
which he 
sought to wage war, in the faith that 
Great Britain will see justice done to 
him and will probably avenge the out­ 
rage done to a friendly power. 
But the British governm ent is well 
aw are that though 
Dr. Jameson 
is 
brought to England for trial as a crim ­ 
inal, he is, in the popular eye, a hero, 
and his raid into the Transvaal, far 
from being viewed as a political en­ 
terprise, is looked upon as a chivalrous 
and knightly adventure to succor hard- 
pressed friends and fellow-countrymen. 
It was quite late in the day before Dr. 
Jam eson was landed. He was brought 
on a tug to F irth on the Tham es and 
was then conducted by a further round­ 
about and obscure route to the Bow 
street police court. As a consequent it 
was almost 6:30 o’clock in the evening 
when he was finally driven up to the 
entrance of the court and brought in. 
The authorities thus hoped to evade 
any very noisy dem onstration on the 
part of the waiting crowds outside, as 
they were scarcely aware that the pris­ 
oner was among them before he 
had 
disappeared into the court-room 
But his entrance to the court-room 
as the signal for a rem arkable scene. 
Evidently every one present was of one 
mind in sym pathizing with him. 
All 
were his friends, and all rose and un­ 
covered upon his appearance, giving 
him hearty cheers. It was in vain that 
the court officers sought to quell the 
dem onstration. 
The 
charge 
lodged 
against Dr. Jameson and fourteen of his 
fel ow-prisoners was 
declared to be 
W arring 
against 
a friendly state.** 
After the charge had been read Mr 
H enry Matthews. Q. a . w ho was home 
secretary in the former Salisbury gov­ 
ernm ent, announced th at in view of the 
im portance of the case the law officers 
of the crown would conduct the prose­ 
cution. 
Formal evidence was then presented 
as to the circum stances of the arrest. 
The lawyers who were in court on be­ 
half of the accused men asked that their 
personal recognizances be accepted for 
bail. 
Sir John Bridge, from his place on the 
bench, said that before deciding upon 
the bail he felt th at he ought to observe 
th a t in his opinion a graver offense 
could not be charged against men than 
that 
charged against the 
prisoners. 
It was a crim e of the highest possible 
gravity, the m agistrate continued, and 
it must be so treated by every one w'hen 
they consider that the commission of 
such an offense m ight create a war be­ 
tween countries 
previously friendly. 
The circum stances of the present case 
he added, were most peculiar. He felt 
satisfied that the prisoners would ap­ 
pear when wanted. 
He therefore ac­ 
cepted 
their personal 
recognizances, 
and fixed their bail at £2,000 ($10,000) 
each. 
Sir John Bridge then addressed the 
prisoners personally in a grave and se­ 
rious vein. 
He begged them for their 
own sakes and for the sake of the good 
faith of the country to refrain from ap­ 
pearing where public excitement would 
bo roused by their presence, or in any 
way lending themselves to the disturb­ 
ance of the peace. 
Dr. Jam eson’s appearance outside the 
building was the signal for a wild out­ 
burst of cheering, throw ing of hats in 
the air and a trem endous pressure to 
get within reach of the popular idol. 
W hen he finally reached his cab he 
was hurriedly driven off without w ait­ 
ing to make any sign of acknowledg­ 
ment a# the ovation. 
It appears from the later accounts 
which have been received that the iden­ 
tity of Dr. Jameson was not concealed 
successfully on the route from the land- 
^ ing to the Bow' street police court. 
In 
j fact, when his boat appeared in the 
river, and wherever Dr. Jameson was 
seen on the route to Bow' street, the 
populace greeted him with vociferous 
cheers. 
Maj. Heany, the American who was 
arrested and em barked at Bort Natal 
with Dr. Jameson and the other pris- 
( oners, but who disem barked at a way 
j port, upon arriving in London was mis­ 
taken by the crowd for Dr. Jan.eson, 
and in consequence was greeted with 
loud cheers. 


R ebuff to th e F ren ch M inistry. 
Paris, Feb. 26.—The budget commit­ 
tee of the cham ber of deputies just ap­ 
pointed contains tw enty-nine members 
out of a total of thirty-three who are 
hostile to the governm ent’s proposed 
income tax. This is regarded as a grave 
and unprecedented rebuff to the m in­ 
istry.

W ichita Falls, Tex., Feb. 26. — Two 
robbers entered the City National Bank 
of this city at 2:45 p. rn. Tuesday and 
demanded the money of Cashier Dor­ 
sey, who resisted them. 
Shooting be­ 
gan, and resulted in the death of Cash­ 
ier Frank Dorsey and the wounding of 
Bookkeeper P. P. Langford. 
Lang­ 
ford’s wounds are not serious, being 
slight flesh wounds. 
The robbers se­ 
cured only a few hundred dollars in sil­ 
ver. 
They then mounted their horses 
and made a run for their lives. By this 
tim e many of the citizens had armed 
themselves, and a small battle took 
place. One of the robbers’ horses was 
shot from under him, and it is believed 
the robber was wounded. He mounted 
behind his partner, and about one mile 
from town met a farm er in a buggy. 
They took his horse and made a break 
for the hills. In the m eantim e the citi­ 
zens had secured horses and at last re­ 
ports they were w ithin a quarte of a 
mile of the robbers, witn good p ro je c ts 
of overtaking them. Captain McDonald 
and his rangers came in on the 4 o’clock 
train, and took the trail at once. Word 
1b expected every moment that the rob­ 
bers are captured.

hanging bee will take place if they are 
cau g h t 
A reward of $1,000 is offered 
by the Panhandle and City National 
Banks for their capture, dead or alive.

C A SH IE R M ORTALLY W OUNDED.

W arren, Ark., Feb. 26.—A daring but 
unsuccessful attem pt was made to rob 
the M erchants’ and Planters’ Bank of 
this place Tuesday. 
At 3:30 
o’clock 
three men entered the bank and two of 
them went behind the inclosure where 
Mr. Adair, the cashier, was seated in 
conversation with T. M. Goodwin and 
D. W. Sutton. The robbers called out: 
“Hold 
up 
your hands.” 
Mr. Adair 
sprang for his pistol and the bandits 
commenced shooting. Mr. Goodwin re­ 
ceived what is thought to be a mortal 
w'ound and Mr. Adair was shot through 
the shoulder. He returned the fire, and 
evidently w’ounded one of the men, as 
when the robbers rode off one was seen 
to be bleeding. 
The firing startled the citizens, who 
came running from all directions, and 
the robbers were forced to retire em pty- 
handed. As they rode off they kept up 
a fusillade of shots, and went out north­ 
west of town. The plans were w’ell laid, 
] and no doubt the hank would have been 
plundered but for the promptness of 
Mr. Adair with his revolver. In order 
to make their escape more effective, it 
is thought the robbers had a confed­ 
erate to tam per w ith 
the 
telegraph 
wires, and thus cut off telegraphic com­ 
munication. 
Several d o zen s had nar­ 
row’ escapes from the fl>^ng bullets, and 
the interior of the bank is perforated 
with bullet holes. A full description of 
the men has been telegraphed to all 
accessible points, and a strong armed 
force is in close pursuit of them.

OF THE EARLY DAYS 


PIONEER 
SCHOOLS 
CHURCHES 
AND 
IN THE COUNTY. 


First Congregation of 
Worshippers 
W as Organized On Aug. 16, 
1838 
And the Others Foilowed~No 
School In Janesville Up to July, 


1839. 


E d it o r G a z e t t e —President W. C. 
Whitford, in his second effort, fails to 
present correctly the facts on certain 
points therein mentioned. 
The first church in Rock County 
was organized August loth (aot 13tb), 
1838, with nine members. 
It was 
located at the center of section 35 in 
Milton on the S. W. corner of the N. 
E. quarter of th at section. 
Sixteen members withdrew*, 
from 
this church November 3, 
1892, and 
united in organizing 
a 
church 
at 
Mount Zion; the first church was sub­ 
sequently removed to Mil om college 
and dedicated there 
February 26, 
1857. 
The second church referred to by 
President Whitford, 
the Congrega­ 
tional church of 
Beloit, organized 
December 30, 1838, was not the second 
or the 
third church organized in 
Rock Comity, bat was the fourth one 
of.which there is a record. 
A Baptist church organized at Tur­ 
tle September I, 1S3S. with six mem­ 
bers was the second one. 
Various 
members of different denominations 
preached there, among whom were 
Rev. 
William 
M. Adams, Dexter, 
Glary, Stephen D. Peet, A. L. Kent, 
Naaes Picket!, Bowen, Tapping, T ut­ 
tle, Ketchum, Winshell and otherr. 
B ut the opening 
of 
a distillery 
there drowned this church out and 
drove it to the then purer atmosphere 
of the Clinton Junction. 
The Methodist church of Beloit, or­ 
ganized December 27, 1838, with five 
members, was the third one of which 
we have a data. 
A Methodist church 
was organized at Waterloo, now Sho- 
piere, at a very early day, and about 
the time of others mentioned. 
The 
first series of early acd earnest re­ 
vival meetings in Rock county, were 
held there in 1838 or *39, under the 
supervision of Mr. Bowen, a M e lo ­ 
dist minister 
frcm 
Racine. 
The 
whole neighborhood became awak­ 
ened and interested, except one indi- 
vidual who preferred to go fishing 
and keep them in meat. 
They would 
hold the meetings until quite late at 
night, or rather early in the morning, 
when, about 3 o'clock Brother Bowen 
would arise and say, “ Brethren, Prov­ 
idence dictates that we bring this 
meeting to a close; arise and receive 
the benediction.'’ 
President Whitford 
says private 
schools were opened in 1837 or ’38, at 
Beloit and Janesville, at points plainly 
visible on the landscspe. 
There was no school visible in Janes­ 
ville up to July, 1839; and, we would 
be interested in seeing the authenti­ 
cated point in the landscape in Beloit 
where a school house was visible .in 
1837 cr ’38. 
But a little good-natured 
criticism may bring out 
points of 
early history that many are not posted 
on.

Death of Rev. F. R. Parshall W ho 
Used to Spread the Word In This

Rev. R. F. Parshall, the evangelist 
and Baptist minister, whom Janesville 
people will remember, died at his 
home, 770 We st Monroe street,Chicago, 
Sunday night, from paralysis due to 
an injury received in a railroad acci­ 
dent in ISS?.

started, followed by three other car­ 
riages containing his officers of staff. 
The fortress of St. Elmo bristled with 
guns and gunners, and they were or­ 
dered to fire and clear the streets with 
grapeshot as soon as the Garibaldians 
were within range. 
On the carriages came slowly, amid 
a roar of “vivas.” 
As it approached 
the guns of Castelle Nuovo the artil­ 
lerymen. with lighted matches in their 
hands, pointed their 
guns. 
At that 
moment the voice of Garibaldi 
rose 
above the uproar, commanding: “Slow- 
er! Slower! 
Drive slower!” 
This he 
reiterated until the frightened coach­ 
man instinctively obeyed 
the man 
whom no one disobeyed. Then, under 
the very mouth of the guns, and be­ 
fore the gunners who were already un­ 
der orders to fire, Garibaldi rose to his 
feet in the carriage, with one hand on 
breast, and looked fixedly at the ar­ 
tillerymen. A silence fell upon the tu­ 
multuous crowd. Those who were pres­ 
ent declared it was as if Garibaldi mag­ 
netized them. Three times the order to 
fire wTas given, and, with his own fate 
and Italy's in the balance, the general 
stood looking upon the men. 
At the 
third order the gunners flung awajr 
their matches, threw their caps in the 
air and shouted: 
“Viva Garibaldi!” 
The city was taken.

J. R. Shepard, a prominent citizen of 
Nameless, Laurens county, Ga., was 
In the city recently and while here 
told how' his town got its queer name, 
says the Macon Telegraph. 
“After the postoffice authorities at 
Washington decided to give us a post­ 
office,” said Mr. Shepard, “the question 
of naming it arose. 
I had interested 
myself in getting the office and there­ 
fore it was by common consent left 
me to suggest a name to the authori­ 
ties.
